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Our new main meeting venue pleased 
everyone. At least that is what they told 
me as I couldn’t get there due to a work 
trip. The library had a cosy home in the 
wings of the stage, the 8-bit group had a 
classroom to themselves, the PD sales 
went ahead at the foot of the stage and 
the main theatre had plenty of good 
seats. The only unfortunate point was 
that Gordon Wright found that he 
couldn’t give us a demonstration of 
Animatrix because the program didn’t 
do what it was supposed to do without 
crashing. 


That leads in to this sore point. It is a 
basic requirement for the club to 
provide a solid line-up of good 
demonstrations at main meetings and 
this is becoming hard to do, as has been 
clear by a few lacklustre nights in the 
last year. There are two problems; 
finding the subject and finding the 
presenters. The subject was not a 
problem a few years ago when every 
type of program was new and 
interesting. Whether it was a paint 
program, an astronomy program or a 
desk-top- publisher it was often the first 
of its type that home computerists had a 
chance to play with and demonstrations 
of the capabilities of the program, and 
tips on the best way of using them, 
resulted in several hundred people 
turning up at Bardon. Now we are blasi 
about most new releases as they only 
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add bells and whistles to the features 
we are familiar with. A few new 
program types have appeared due to the 
horsepower of the newer computers, 
such as ray tracers, 3D modellers and 
24-bit colour systems, but how many 
times do we want to see a demo of 
Real3D and Opalvision? 


However, finding presenters is still the 
main problem. I really do not mind 
seeing two demonstrations in one year 
of one program if the presenters are 
skilled in its use and are reasonable 
communicators. Where are these 
people? We have never had too many in 
the club itself, but someone would 
—" someone else who would do the 
job. 


So, if you know of anyone who uses the 
Amiga professionally in some aspect, 
or is just a skilled and effective user of 
a particular program, then try to 
persuade them to speak to me about 
doing a main meeting demonstration. 
Such people may be teachers, software 
developers, artists, TV technical 
people, video and multimedia 
producers, DTP bureaux, hardware 
designers, or you. 


Anyway, the next meeting, November, 
should not be a problem. The 
demonstration will be of the long- 
awaited new paint/animation program 
Brilliance. Anyone who has seen any 
issues of Amiga World or Amazing 
Computing for most of the last year 
could not have failed to see the full 
page colour ads that have been running 
for ages. At last the program is on the 
shelves and it actually does seem to be 
better then DPaint in almost all 
respects. Come along and See it 
demonstrated by Ivan Rostas of Audio 
Video. 
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The Fish 1-900 CD-ROM (by 
Hypermedia) I mentioned last month 
have been ordered and we were able to 
get them at just $A35 each this time. 
There may have been a problem with 
delivery from Fred which I am trying to 
resolve; as of today (one month after 
ordering) they have not arrived. When 
that is resolved, we can order more in 
batches of 4 for the same price (or $40 
posted) if the $A doesn’t fall further, so 
contact me to get in on the next batch. 


Also last month I had a response from a 
member wanting to help the kid on the 
Gold Coast with muscular dystrophy. 
Thank you. No one else has suggested 
following this further locally. I’1l keep 
waiting.

I have just recently taken charge of the 
collection of software, hardware, books 
and magazines that make up the Library 
and I must say that I am disappointed at 
the state of disrepair of some of the 
items.

Connecting, a 
CD-ROM to 
your Amiga

One of the most prevalent mass storage 
systems about at the moment is CD- 
ROM. The CD-ROM discs look just 
like your average music CD’s and can 
store over 600 megabytes of 
uncompressed data. 


I had been interested in CD-ROMs 
since I had first heard of its existence 
but due to the high cost of the drives 
and software and the limited number of 
titles available for the Amiga, I had 
held off investing in a drive for quite a 
while. Luckily, things have changed. 
The drives are becoming relatively 
cheap and so is the software. 


Back in July I was lucky enough to 
make it to the World of Commodore 
show in Sydney, I had been trying to 
get to the show for several years. I was 
warned that the show is often an 
extravaganza of super special deals on 
Amiga hardware and this year appeared 
to be no exception. I had already 
decided to buy an Amiga 1200HD, if 
the price was right, to replace my 
ageing A500/590 combination but the 
first thing to catch my eye was the Don 
Quixote Software stand (down from 
Toowoomba) selling CD-TVs and 
A570 CD-ROM drives for the A500. It 
was quite an advertising ploy, offering 
a replacement A500 power supply for 


$199 with a free A570 CD-ROM drive 
thrown in! As you may have guessed, 
the power supply used for the A570 is 
identical to the one used for the A500. 


After doing some quick thinking and a 
little conversing with my financial 
controller back at home (my wife - who 
else!) I decided that if I did buy the 
1200 the old A500 would not be worth 
a lot as a second hand unit, you just 
have to look a the Trading Post to see 
that. So a plan was formed - I’d buy a 
1200HD and an A570 for the old ’500 
at home and run them side by side. The 
prices were good - I paid $850 for an 
A1200 with 40MB hard drive thanks to 
my madly bartering brother who traded 
between the two major retailers at the 
show - Brashes and Harvey Norman - 
to drive the price down. I was then off 
to hand over around $200 for the A570 
and two CDs. After making the 
purchase and getting the lot home 
safely (I always feel that FRAGILE 
Stickers mean ’kick it a little harder’ but 
the airline concerned was very gentle 
with my new acquisitions). 


With all the problems that were 
associated with the first batches of 
A1200s, it was with a little trepidation 
that I powered both items up to find that 
they were both operating alright. 


The A570 works very well with the 
A500 and basically turns the 
combination into a CDTV. The CDT V 
and A570 accept specific CDTV titles 
as bootable software under AmigaDOS 
V1.3 and can also read CD titles under 
the ISO 9660 format when booted as a 
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standard Amiga with a Workbench 
floppy disc. The ISO 9660 is the data 
format most all current IBM CD-ROM 
discs and other software are written 
under, with the exception the 
Apple/Mac CD format. With CD-TV 
titles the A500 transforms into a CD- 
TV and CD-TV based titles such as 
Simcity or Lemmings can be run. If you 
boot from a Workbench floppy disc, the 
CD drive becomes device CDO: and 
you can access it as you would any 
other drive on the system - with the 
enormous amount of data on one CD it 
is not advisable to do a ’dir opt a’ as 
you may be there for a while watching 
directory after directory scroll by. I 
generally use the A500/570 
combination in the ISO 9660 mode and 
boot from a floppy disc. 


Maybe a little info on the A570 may not 
go astray for you techno-buffs out 
there. At the WOC (World of 
Commodore: it should be WOA, World 
of Amiga, as that was 95% of what was 
there) I talked to some of Commodore’s 
technical people - at least I assumed 
ney were, as they knew more than I 
did! After being rected to the A570 
expert(!?), I was told of some of it’s 
specifications. The A570 itself is based 
on the 2091 hard disc controller card 
for the A2000 with a little CD-TV 
circuitry thrown in. The CD-ROM 
mechanism is interfaced as some sort of 
Commodore hybrid IDE/SCSI interface 
and could not be used on a standard 
SCSI interface, that certainly took the 
wind out of a few people who were 
hoping to buy the A570 for its CD- 
ROM drive alone. There is a 40 pin 
memory expansion slot for a one or two 
megabyte CD-TV/A570 memory 
cartridge, which, I’m told, are pretty 
rare and expensive. There is also 
provision for a SCSI interface (costing 
around $200), apparently the DMA 
interface is there but the SCSI chip was 
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not included in the design of the board. 


Initially, my main interest was the Fred 
Fish collection of public domain 
software on CD-ROM and the 
connection of the A500/570 
combination to the A1200 via Parnet or 
similar. That is pretty much what I have 
running at the moment. The A500/570 
are sitting on my right and connected to 
the A1200 via a Parnet cable. Parnet is 
a network implemented by connecting 
the parallel printer port of both 
machines and running the appropriate 
software. When the A500 boots from its 
floppy disc into AmigaDOS 2.0 it sets 
up Parnet and establishes itself a unit 0 
on the network. If I choose to access the 
CD-ROM from the A1200, I execute a 
script that establishes connection from 
the A1200 end to the A500. The CD is 
then treated as a directory of the device 
NET: and can be fully accessed by the 
A1200, the only trade-off is a low 
transfer rate (a little faster than flo 
disc but a LOT slower than the hard 
disc!!). 


The two CDs I mostly use are: 


1. “The Fred Fish Collection 0 Cp- 
ROM" V1.6 by Hypermedia Concepts 
containing Fish discs 1-800. The ROM 
is good and contains the Fish collection 
in directories, each disc occupies its 
own directory and _ opening it is ag j¢ 
you accessed the Fish disk in yoy; 
floppy drive. The disc is bootable 
and contains Parnet for use as describeg 
above, Kingfisher and the 
Fisherman, which are both Fish disc 
databases that let you look up specific 
Cae or areas of interest. Cost

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2. "“Aminet CDROM" this is over 
600Mb of files from the worldwide 
Aminet network and is packed with 
useful bits and pieces.

I’ve recently been investigating a new 
utility program for AMIGA users. 
KINGFISHER is a potential 
replacement for the well-known 
database program, AQUARIUM. It’s 
had good reviews in the May 93 issue 
of AMIGA SHOPPER and inthe 
September ’93 issue of Australian 
Commodore & Amiga Review. I’ve 
jotted down some of my thoughts after 
using KINGFISHER for a short time. 
This was also going to be a rather 
complimentary review, but after some 
of my recent efforts I’m not so certain. 





But first, some background 
information. 


I’ve always thought that one of the 
biggest selling points for membership 
in a computer user group, such as ours, 
is access to a library of public domain, 
or P.D. disks. Our software librarian 
has over a thousand disks of 
information and programs for the 
AMIGA. These disks are regularly 
compiled and distributed by a number 
of people and organizations worldwide. 


P.D. disks are collections of utility 
programs, simple games and 
demonstrations, text information and 
more. They’ve been put together by 
AMIGA users and targetted at groups 
such as ours to be distributed to 
members at minimal cost. One of the 
most prolific suppliers of AMIGA P.D. 
disks has been an American by the 
name of Fred Fish. We currently have 
over 800 disks in his regularly updated 
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FISH library. Each of these disks 
contains a short text file called 
CONTENTS which gives a brief 
description of the programs on the disk. 
Till recently, if you wanted to look for a 
specific type of program in this FISH 
library, you could search through a 
database of these CONTENTS files 
called AQUARIUM. Unfortunately, the 
only copies that I’ve had access to in 
et ies. library were never updated too 
well. 


A similar database, called 
KINGFISHER, has recently been 
released in the public domain. This 
database program and CONTENTS 
files for 800 FISH disks have been 
squeezed onto FISH 808 as an archive 
file. The author has recently updated 
this on FISH 861, which lists 
CONTENTS files for 850 disks. Both 
FISH disks come with a comprehensive 
.DOC file and an Installation Script to 
unpack a large LHA archive to a couple 
of floppy disks or your hard drive. Just 
point and click on the appropriate icons 
and follow the onscreen commands. 
The use of two disk drives, or a hard 
drive, is recommended for this 
operation, though you may be able to 
get by with one disk drive and a lot of 
disk shuffling. 


I’m using the version of KINGFISHER 
on FISH 808. My current system 
consists of an old AMIGA 500 with 1 
meg of RAM, two disk drives and 
WorkBench 2. Three blank disks are 
needed before you start unpacking the 
program and it’s database. One disk 
will be a copy of your WorkBench to 
which you’ll add a special CONFIG file 
from FISH 808. You’ll use this disk in 
conjunction with KINGFISHER. It’ll 
contain information about the database 
and can be updated while you’re 
running or when you quit the program. 
The other two disks will eventually 
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contain CONTENTS files for the first 
800 FISH disks and can apparently be 
updated by the user for up to 1100 of 
these files. Many features are described 
in the .DOC file and KINGFISHER 
has now become my preferred database 
for FISH disks. The author has tried to 
make it fairly easy for the user to add 
the CONTENTS files of subsequent 
FISH disks and regularly update the 
database. After a little trial and error, 
I’ve updated my KINGFISHER 
database from FISH 800 to FISH 850. 
I’d recommend regular use of the "Save 
Settings" command, from the Fish 
menu, if you’re modifying the database. 
After getting used to the new controls, 
the SEARCH facility is appreciated. It 
apparently scans through all, or part, of 
the database, looking for specified 
words, up to three times faster than 
AQUARIUM. You have the choice of a 
slow, precise search or a faster, less 
detailed one. If you prefer, you can step 
through the database a disk at a time or 
a file at atime. To see if there’s a 
previous or later version of a particular 
file, just select the appropriate Version 
button. You can even leave 
"bookmarks" scattered throughout the 
database if you’ve found different files 
of interest during your search. 


Now for the down Side. . . 


After FISH 850, I got requesters telling 
me the disk was full whenever I tried 
adding a new CONTENTS file. 
However, when I checked the free 
space left, the disk clearly wasn’t full ! 
So I investigated the later version of 
KINGFISHER on FISH disk 861. 
Besides having an updated database, I 
hoped any bugs that I’d encountered 
had been cured. As with FISH 808, this 
version of KINGFISHER is archived 
and includes installation scripts 
supplied by Fred Fish. But alas, after 
spending a great deal of time, I couldn’t 
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even unpack the new version to see if it 
worked ! Being a little uncertain if 
there’d been obvious errors on my part, 
I checked with a more knowledgeable 
friend who’s also been looking at the 
program. His only comment was 
"Yeah, I know. Fred Fish has had at 
least three goes at writing an 
installation script to unpack different 
versions of the program and hasn’t got 
it right yet !" 


This is a program of which an A.C.A.R. 
reviewer recently said "... I use all the 
time." and "... every home should have 
it." Admittedly the program does show 
a lot of promise if the obvious bugs that 
I’ve noticed can be ironed out. But are 
the glowing reviews warranted at this 
stage ? Have the reviewers actually 
"test-driven" the program as well as 
they’d like us to think or have they had 
access to the latest unarchived version? 
I’m aware of its constraints but have 
found the program quite useful for my 
limited needs. Check it out for yourself 
and keep an eye out for more recent 
developments. It may be worth your 
while !
